More than 100,000 words of evi­ 
dence were presented y esterd ay - 
many of them the words of Hitler 
telling of his plans to attack the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Prance, Brit­ 
ain. Poland and Russia m onths and 
in some cases years before thp a t­ 
tacks actually took place The court 
took a two-day recess to give the 
defense time to study the portion 
of the prosecution'* case which has

opened last Tuesday 
“Kill W ithout Merry" 
The 
American 
prosecutors dis­ 
closed th a t Hitler told his generals 
IO days before the invasion of Po­ 
land th at he had given orders “to 
kill without 
mercy all the men. 
w om en and children of the Polish 
race or language .’’ 
Hitler made this statem ent in n 
speech at O bem tlzburg on August 
22, 1939 A stenographic record of 
the address showed that the fuehr­ 
er’s 
words 
caused 
the 
delighted 
Reichsm arshal H erm ann Goering to 
leap on a table and dance "like a 
savage ” 
Pompous, 
heavy-jowled 
( lopping is one of the defendants 
on trial. 
Evidence also was Introduced tell­ 
ing of a promise by Hitler to the 
.Japanese eight m onths before Pearl 
Harbor th a t G erm any would accept 
the consequences "lf Japan would 
get involved with the United States." 
Ten captured docum ents were sub­ 
m itted bv the staff of J ast Ice Rob­ 
ert H. Jackson, chief U. S. prosecutor, 
.shortly before the close of yester­ 
day's session. 
One of them disclosed that Hitler 
in May, 1939, had told his general 
staff that Britain was the "driving 
force against G erm any" and that he 
planned to slice B ritain off from 
tin- rem ainder of Europe by cutting 
her food supplies. He dem anded the 
immediate destruction of iht British 
fleet after the outbreak of war 
Ignore N eutrality 
Three m onths before the war bo­ 
gan Hitler bluntly told his military 
commanders: 
‘ Declarations of neutrality must 
br* ignoreil. If Holland and Belgium 
are successfully occupied and held, 
and if Prance is also defeated tile 
fundam ental conditions for a suc­ 
cessful war against England will 
have been secured." 
H itler’s speech on 
Poland,- Hie 
documents revealed, was made the 
day before the announcem ent that. 
Russia and G erm any had concluded 
a non-aggression pact. H int Hitler 
regarded th at pact as only a tem ­ 
porary device was indicated in these 
words of his: 
“And besides, gentlemen, in Rus­ 
sia will happen just what I have 
practiced with Poland. After Stalin's 
death- he is seriously ill—we shall 
crush the Soviet Union." 
In 
presenting 
H itler's speeches 
and other docum ents assistant U. S. 
ITosoeutor Sidney S. Alderman said 
the punishm ent of the 20 Nazis on 
trial for planning a world conflict 
was “th'1 heart of the case.” 
Defense counsel announced that 
a m ajority of tile 20 Nazi leaders 
on trial before the International 
Military Tribunal would testify iii 
their own behalf and th a t witnesses 
would be sought from Britain and 
the United States.

Hi: last visit to Jap an was in 1935. 
He was with Grenfell in Labrador.

South America, making investiga­ 
tions in Brazil. He has been presi­ 
dent of the Eastern Sociological So­ 
ciety and was for three years presi­ 
dent, of the American Federation 
of Teachers.

Elliott Fired 
From Vestry 


New York, Nov. 24 </P>—Brig. 
Gen. Elliott Roosevelt's appoint­ 
m ent as a vestrym an in the 
family church at Hyde Park, N. 
Y., has been voided by B i-hop 
William T 
M anning, who said 
the second son of the late Presi­ 
dent Is "not in good standing" 
in the Episcopal church. 
The Episcopal bishop of New 
York decreed th a t th e vwice- 
divorced Roosevelt was ineligible 
to serve as a vestrym an. 
Roosevelt was nam ed Nov. 13 
to the board of the church, of 
which his father was a senior 
warden for m any years. 
Bishop M anning issued the fol­ 
lowing statem ent last night: 
‘ I have officially notified the 
vestry of St. Jam es church, Hyde 
Park, that G eneral Elliott Roose­ 
velt is not iii good standing in 
the church and therefore is not 
eligible for the office of vestrym an 
and cannot serve in th a t office.'’ 
He did not elaborate on his 
statem ent and Roosevelt was not 
available for com m ent.

Japan was 
stricken from the field of atomic 
research today as American soldiers 
arm ed with sledge ham m ers and 
blow torches suddenly started the 
destruction of five cyclotrons -one 
of them a 200-ton giant made in the 
United States. 
The cyclotrons, ordered destroyed 
by G eneral M acA rthur in another 
blow at Ja p a n ’s w ar-m aking po­ 
tential, will be broken up and the 
pieces dumped into the sea. 
Two of them —the 200-ton ap­ 
paratus bought in America through 
the assistance of Prof. Ernest O.

This trip which yon and I are 
taking abroad la far more than a 
?ight-f«eeing tour or a search for 
sensations, although We shah be 
dealing with those phases as well. 
One of our chief aims will be to 
acquire real acquaintance with the 
peoples of the various countries— 
especially those nations which have 
been turned topsy-turvy by war. And 
by real acquaintance I mean tire 
sort of understanding we establish 
with our 
next-door 
neighbor 
by 
graden-fence confidences about our 
flower-beds, our babies and our golf. 
Now that’s mighty important, for 
if you will stop to check on the 
countries about which you entertain 
serious suspfclona. I will gamble 
you'll find that in many cases the 
doubts are due to mi*understanding 
rather than to exact knowledge of 
wrong-doing 
or 
intention 
to 
do 
wrong. That’s the reason for much 
of the misunderstandings among na­ 
tions right now. They aren’t thor­ 
oughly acquainted. 
Found Differences 
Lack of acquaintance can be ft 
terribly 
mischievous 
thing, 
even 
when matters of small consequence 
are involved. I’ll never forget my 
first few weeks In England as a 
young newspaperman. I was going 
about with a chip on my Yankee 
shoulder because I found the lan­ 
guage and mode of life somewhat 
different from that back home. 
It irked me no end to hear people 
referring to elevators as lifts, or 
when a salesman was referred to as 
a “clark” instead of a “clerk.” It 
made me mad because Englishmen 
didn’t drink water for breakfast and 
it never was served to me unless I 
insisted. In short I thought the Eng­ 
lish were a very strange and back­ 
ward people. 
Then gradually it dawned on me 
that ^ “elevator'' 
sounded 
Just 
as 
strange to English ears as “lift” did 
to mine, and that the machine went 
up and down just the same, no mat­ 
ter what you called it. And it was 
really 
illuminating 
when 
Philip 
Gibbs (now Sir Philip*, the famous 
writer, remarked to me over the 
breakfast table as I quaffed my 
wa tor: 
Errors Breed Doubt 
“Mac, it maxes me positively ill 
to see you drinking that filthy cold 
stuff for breakfast ” 
Small things to get mad about, 
you say, and you're right. But my 
experience of 30 years in the foreign 
service of The Associated Press Is 
that ifs these little errors in judg­ 
ment which breed the big one,?. Ifs 
because individuals don't understand 
one another that governments fall 
out. Real and sympathetic under­ 
standing removes these dangers.

to krep food prices In check as meat, 
butter and all other red-i>olnt prod­ 
ucts came off the ration list. 
George Mon cha rah, chief of OPA'* 
enforcem ent deportm ent, predicted 
it would he a ‘‘somewhat more diffi­ 
cult’' Job to hold prices now th a t ra ­ 
tioning has ended. 
He said in an interview, however, 
th at OPA is “all set” to crack down 
on any violators of price ceilings. 
Investigators already have been 
transferred from other OPA price 
programs to augm ent the regular 
staff assigned to see th at ceilings on 
m eats and fats are observed. 
Greater Pressure On Prices 
Moncharsh said OPA expects the 
Job to lie toughest in areas remote 
from meat, butter and other food 
production centers. 
“Under rationing,” lie explained, 
‘‘ixjints were set to assure even dis­ 
tribution. 'Phis helped to case the 
pressure on prices. 
“Now th a t rationing is out, we 
hnvc to guard against any bidding 
up of prices to obtain supplies In 
ixilential shortage areas.” 
nu* east, particularly New York 
where m eat consumption is high, is 
an example of such an area, Mon­ 
charsh said. 
Meat Supply Adequate 
Tile biggest task, the enforcem ent 
chief added, will be policing prices 
for [Kirk, butter, m argarine, lard, 
shortening and salad and cooking 
oils, since supplies of these products 
are expected to rem ain short of de­ 
mand for a while. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander­ 
son. in announcing tile term ination 
Of the red-point rationing program 
yesterday, said it would not be prac­ 
tical to keep points on these foods 
and free only beef, veal, lamb and 
canned fish. 
Anderson said this would require 
establishm ent of a new rationing 
program and that OPA was not pre­ 
pared to undertake such a Job. 
Tile secretary estim ated th a t the 
over-all supply of meats is adequate 
to assure consumption next m onth 
a t tile annual rate of 165 pounds per 
capita. Last spring and sum m er the 
rate was down to around IOO pounds, 
while the 1935-39 prewar average 
was about 127. 
Sugar Stays On 
As tor butter and other fats and 
oils, they'll be available in Decem­ 
ber at tl»e yearly rate of 50 pounds 
l>er capita, only two pounds more 
than before the war. 
Sugar, the only food still rationed, 
may .‘tay on the list for some time. 
Anderson said yesterday there is no 
imm ediate prospect of term inating 
the program.
